,t the technical school and other cen- 
‘ees ig Close to seven hundred with 
practically all classes filled to the 
jmit of their capacity. 

In several courses many had to be 
curned away on account of limited ace 
commodation. Woodshop, machine 
shop, ignition, hatmaking, basketry, 
and sewing are highly papular courses 
with large enrolments. The matri- 
culation courses at the Strathcona high 
school appeal to many young people 
who cannot attend school during the 
day but who with to prepare them- 
selves for the university. The mathe- 
matical subjects are taught by R. S. 
sheppard; Latin, French, English Lit- 
erature and Grammar by C. 8 Hd- 
wards. ‘These classes meet on Mon- 
days and Fridays. Physics and 
chemistry are taught by M. J. Hilton 
at the technical school on Wednes- 
day evenings. 

The courses in mining and steam 
engineering also afford opportunities 
for those who aim to advance them- 
selves. They are planned to assist 
those Who are etudying for Atherta 
ertificates. The steam engineers

A beginners’ 
class in this has been started on Mon- 
days. Another valuable course for 
‘hose Who want a thorough training 
in the dundamentals of art ds that in 
applied design on Wednesday. Pen- 
manship is given at Victoria ‘high 
schoo] on Monday. 

Registration is still open in most 
courses and those who intend to en- 
ter the night school this term should 
not delay in registering.
